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FISHING VESSELS. 



Although iron pyrites and copper 
pyrites are difficult to distinguish un- 
derground by candle light, they are 
separated visually by the use of the 
bluish-white flame of magnasium wire 
or the acetylene light 

A square foot of uncovered pipe, 
filled with steam at 100 pounds pres- 
sure, will radiate and dissipate in a 
year the heat put into 3,716 pounds 
of steam by the economic combustion 
of 398 pounds of coal. Thus, ten 
square feet of bare pipe corresponds 
approximately to the waste of two 
tons of coal per annum. 

Oxygenated water at 12 volumes is 
pronounced by M. A. Renard the best 
preservative of milk. Added directly 
after milking; in the proportion of two 
to three per cent., it decomposes in six 
or eight hours into water and oxygen, 
leaving no foreign Substance as do 
borax or salicylic acid, and effecting 1 
no change like boiling or freezing. 
The antiseptic action persists long 
enough to prevent alteration. 

The new carbon-molybdenum com- 
pound of tLeari Moissan is obtained by 
heating melted molybdenum and alu- 
minum in the electric furnace. The 
metallic product is treated with a con- 
centrated solution of potash, when 
needle crystals of the new compound 
are obtained. The substance is very 
hard, scarcely attacked by acids, un- 
affected by water or steam below 600 
degrees, and promises to be of value 
for molybdenum steels. 

The physiological effects of electric 
currents have been investigated by 
Prof. Nernst at Bonn. The safety of 
the human body when exposed to a 
powerful high-frequency electric cur- 
rent has been explained as due to the 
passage of the current over the sur- 
face of the body only, but Prof. Nernst 
finds the reason of the current’s harm- 
lessness to be probably that it does 
not have time to effect a change in the 
cellular tissue before the reversal of 
the current takes place. Experiments 
on frogs have confirmed the new the- 
ory.

Farmers From Proceeds of 1904 
Could Pay National Debt. 



Eastport, Me., Nov. 29. — Ten Ameri- 
can fishing craft, including eight sail- 
ing vessels and two steamboats, have 
been seized by the Canadian fisheries 
protective cruiser Curlew and fined for 
illegal fishing in the Canadian waters 
of a tributary of Passamaquoddy bay, 
near St George, N. B. The fishing 
craft were seized near St George Sun- 
day night, though an announcement at 
this proceedure was not made until 
Monday. Three specific charges were 
preferred against the vessels: That 

they had fished on Sunday; that they 
had illegally caught fish in their pos- 
session and that they had seined ille- 
gally in Canadian waters. For the 
first two offenses each boat was fined 
$100 and for the last $200. In addi- 
tion to this all seins and fish were 
confiscated. 

It is understood that the fines will 
be paid and that the entire matter will 
be disposed of without involving any 
international question. The aggregate 
value of the craft is placed at about 
$20,000. The seizure is the most ex- 
tensive that has been made by a Ca- 
nadian cruiser for many years. 

Washington, Nov. 29. — Taking their 
cue from the statements contained iD 
the Eastport dispatch, state depart 
ment officials are not expecting the 
seizure of the American fishing ves- 
sels to be made an issue between the 
governments of Canada and the Unit- 
ed States. So far nothing has been 
heard about the matter except the un- 
official information contained in the 
press dispatch, which indicates an am- 
icable disposition of the matter. In 
the present instance the question of 
extra territoriality appears not to have 
been raised and the vessels were not 
confiscated which has happened in the 
case of seizures heretofore made, ei- 
ther of these features usually being 
sufficient to make the settlement of 
the controversy a matter of diplomatic 
negotiations.

Washington, Nov. 30. — The secre* 
tary of agriculture has transmitted his 
eighth annual report to the president. 

In opening his report the secretary 
enumerates some of the more impor- 
tant features of the year’s work. 
Among them are extensive co-opera- 
tion with agricultural stations; the 
taking of preliminary steps to conduct 
feeding and breeding experiments; the 
war waged against the cotton boll 
weevil and against cattle mange; 
plans for education of engineers in 
road building; the production of a 
hardy orange, a hybrid of the Florida 
orange and the Japanese trifoliata; 
valuable research in successful ship- 
ping of fruit abroad; the value of ni- 
trogen-fixing bacteria; successful intro- 
duction of plants suited to light rain- 
fall areas; establishment of pure food 
standards; the extension of agricul- 
tural education in primary and sec- 
ondary schools; the extension of in- 
struction to our island possessions to 
enable them to supply the country 
with $200,000,000 worth of domestic 
products, now imported from abroad. 

He then proceeds to discuss the 
place of agriculture in the country’s 
industrial life. 

The corn crop of 1904 yields a farm 
value greater than ever before. The 
farmers could from the proceeds of 
this single crop pay the national debt, 
the interest thereon for one year, and 
still have enough left to pay a consid- 
erable portion of the government’s 
yearly expenses. The cotton crop, val- 
ued for lint and seed at 600 millions, 
comes second, while hay and wheat 
contend for the third place. Combined, 
these two crops will about equal in 
value the corn crop. Notwithstanding 
the wheat crop shows a lower produc- 
tion than any year since 1900, the 
farm value is the highest since 1881. 
Potatoes and barley reached - their 
highest production in 1904; save in 
1902 the oat crop was never so large 
by 60 million bushels. The present 
crop of rice promises a yield of 900 
million pounds — 300 million more than 
ever before. ^ 

Horses and mules reach the highest 
point this year, with an aggregate val- 
ue exceeding 1,354 million dollars. On 
the other hand cattle, sheep and hogs 
all show a slight decline. 

The steady advance in poultry leads 
to some astonishing figures. The farm- 
ers’ hens now produce 1 2-3 billions of 
dozens of eggs and at the high aver- 
age price of the year the hens during 
their busy season lay enough eggs in a 
single month to pay the year’s interest 
on the national debt. 

After a careful estimate of the value 
of the products of the farm during 
1904, made within the census scope, it 
is safe to place the amount at 4,900 
million dollars after excluding the val- 
ue of farm crops fed to live stock in 
order to avoid duplication of values. 
This is 9.65 per cent, above the prod- 
uct of 1903, and 31.28 per cent, above 
that of the census year 1899. 

Some comparisons are necessary to 
the realization of such an unthinka- 
ble value, aggregating nearly five bil- 
lions of dollars. The farmers of this 
country have in two years produced 
wealth exceeding the output of all the 
gold mines of the entire world since 
Columbus discovered America. This 
year’s product is over six times the 
amount of the capital stock of all na- 
tional banks, it lacks but three-fourths 
of a billion dollars of the value of the 
manufactures of 1900, less the cost of 
materials used; it is three times the 
gross earnings from the operations of 
the railways, and four times the value 
of all minerals produced in this coun- 
try. 

The year 1904 keeps well up to the 
average of exports of farm products 
during the five years 1899-1903, 
amounting to over 859 millions, while 
the average for the five years was 
nearly 865 millions. During the last 
15 years the balance of trade in favor 
of this country, all articles considered, 
exceeded 4,384 million dollars, but tak- 
ing farm products alone, these showed 
a balance in our favor of more than 
5r300 millions. 

Reviewing the increase in farm capi- 
tal, the secretary estimates it conserv- 
atively at 2,000 million dollars within 
four years — this without recognizing 
tfye marked increase in the value of 
land during the past two years.

AERONAUT MISSING. 

Relieved to Have Been Smothered or 
Frozen to Death in His Balloon. 

Chicago, Dec. 1. — Peter Nissen is be- 
lieved to have either smothered or 
frozen to death in his rolling balloon 
“Fool Killer No. 3,” in which he start- 
ed for a trip across the lake Tuesday. 
The opffcion that Nissen was lost be- 
came general Wednesday afternoon 
when it was found that after 24 hours 
of silence there was still absolutely 
no word from the inventor who some 
years ago shot the whirlpool rapids of 
Niagara Falls in a barrel. He has not 
been sighted by any vessel. He has 
not, so far as reported, drifted ashore 
at any point.

Possibility- of Nissen’s smothering to 
death was considered more definitely 
when it was learned that his only sup- 
ply of air was that pumped into the 
Fool Killer before the craft was 
launched. It was said by Nissen’s 
brothers, however, that the navigator 
had computed his air supply carefully 
and figured that it would last him for 
a great nupiber of hours. / 

At the weather bureau it was said 
that even if Nissen reached shore he 
would suffer from the cold, as there 
was a snow storm blowing near the 
Michigan shore, and, that as his boat 
had no means of heating and permit- 
ted of no air, the navigator would suf- 
fer severely. The wind toward mid- 
night increased from 25 miles an hour 
to a 48-mile gale.

Attorney General of the United States 
Declares Them to Be Lotteries. 



Japanese Capture 203 Meter Hill 
at Port Arthur. 



The Japs Are Falling Back Below Slnt- 

sint^n, Where For Several Days 
They Apparently Attempted a 
Turning Movement. 

Tokio, Dec. 1. — The imperial army 
headquarters announces that the Jap- 
anese troops besieging Port Arthur are 
in possession of 203 Meter hill. The 
following dispatch has been given out: 
“The army commenced a bombard- 
ment against 203 Meter hill at dawn 
November 30 and made several 
charges before 4 in the afternoon. Ow- 
ing to the enemy’s stubborn resistance 
the charges failed. At 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon our force advanced 
against the southeastern portion of 
the hill, made a fierce charge and 
reached within 30 meters of the sum- 
mit. At 7 o’clock with reinforcements 
we charged to the top which was oc- 
cupied by our forces. Against the 
northwestern part of the hill we also 
charged, and at 8 o’clock the entire 
fort on the summit fell into our 
hands.” 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 1. — Official and 
private dispatches received here Wed- 
nesday night indicate that the Japan- 
ese are falling back below Sintsintin, 
where, for several days, they had ap- 
parently been attempting a turning 
movement. After four days of tolera- 
bly severe but unsuccessful fighting 
they are now' retiring with the Rus- 
sians in pursuit. It is impossible as 
yet to tell whether either movement 
has real strategic significance. 

The Russian consul at Chefoo tele- 
graphs that the Japanese captured two 
forts in the storming operations 
against Port Arthur on November 29, 
but the news is not confirmed from 
any other quarter. The consul says 
the Japanese losses were enormous 
and that 5,000 men were sacrificed iu 
two hours. 

Russian Headquarters, Mukden, Dec. 
1. — Quiet generally prevails along the 
front. The most important problem 
now is the supply of fuel and forage, 
but a commission which has been 
formed is taking energetic steps to 
\keep up the supply of both these nec- 
* essaries. 

RUSSIA UNWILLING. 

Will Not Join in Peace Conference 
Until the End of the War. 

Washington, Dec. 1. — Russia is un- 
willing to join the powers in a second 
peace conference at The Hague until 
her war with Japan is ended. 

The Russian reply to Secretary 
Hay’s circular note to the powers of 
October 23 last inviting them in the 
name of the president to reassemble 
in conference at The Hague “to com- 
plete the postponed work of the first 
conference” was delivered verbally to 
Secretary Hay Wednesday by Count 
Cassini, the Russian ambassador. The 
ambassador was requested by his gov- 
ernment to say that Russia heartily 
accepted in principle the invitation to 
a second conference at The Hague and 
Sladly associated himself with the 
American government in its effort to 
complete the mission of the first' great 
assembly convened under the leader- 
ship of the Russian emperor. 

The ambassador w'as further re- 
quested to say that while the Russian 
government very sincerely cherished 
these views, it did not consider the 
moment opportune for the convening 
°f such a conference, and it therefore 
must withhold its formal acceptance 
ot the invitation until the war in the 
far east was at an end. 

Called on the President. 

Washington, Dec. 1. — James S. 
^hite, of Omaha, Neb., who- was a 
neighboring rancher of President 
Roosevelt in 1885 when the latter 
l hved on his ranch at Medora, N. D., 
r alled on the president. The presi- 
' ‘ nr recalled his face at once. 



Washington, Nov. 30. — The attorney 
general at the cabinet meeting Tues- 
day submitted an important opinion 
in regard to all guessing contests in 
newspapers, magazines, etc-, declaring 
all such to be lotteries. The postmas- 
ter general will act upon this opinion 
and debar all papers, etc., publishing 
such contests from the mails. Post- 
master General Wynne said that he 
would not act precipitately in the mat- 
ter, but would give each case a hear- 
ing before issuing orders against them. 

The attorney general, in his opinion, 
says that in each contest thousands 
had invested small sums in hope and 
expectation that luck would enable 
them to win large returns. “A com- 
paratively small percentage,” he says, 
“of the participants will realize their 
expectations. Thousands will get 
nothing. 

Postmaster General Wynne Tuesday 
night gave out the "following official 
statement : 

“For a number of years the post of- 
fice department has admitted to the 
mails advertisement and other matter 
concerning so-called ‘guessing’ or ‘es- 
timating’ contests. The question of 
whether or not these schemes are lot- 
teries has been several times present- 
ed to the attorney general, who held 
that they were not lotteries within the 
meaning of the postal lottery act. In 
view of two recent cases in which the 
supreme court and the New York 
court of appeals rendered opinions, 
the postmaster general felt warranted 
in again submitting the question to 
the attorney general. Following the 
opinions in these tw r o cases, the attor- 
ney general now holds that the 
schemes are lotteries. 

“It is therefore, incumbent upon the 
post office department to enforce the 
law' under which the postmaster gen- 
eral is authorized, upon evidence sat- 
isfactory to him that any person or 
company is engaged in conducting a 
lottery or other scheme for the distri- 
bution of money by chance to issue an 
order that all mail addressed to such 
person or company be returned stamp- 
ed ‘fraudulent.’ 

“As a number of legitimate enter- 
prises have adopted these estimating 
or guessing contests as a means of ad- 
vertising, and in view’ of the admis- 
sion to the mails of matter pertaining 
to these contests within the last few 
years, the elimination of these 
schemes from the mails can not be 
made immediately absolute. If such 
a scheme has already been entered 
upon in good faith, the department 
will not issue an order that will seri- 
ously injure a legitimate business. 
Each case will be handled separately 
and no scheme which involves the 
plan ruled against by the attorney gen- 
eral will hereafter be allowed to com- 
mence operations.”

mained quietly in camp at Cap-Rouge, 
expecting the return of the British 
ships with the changing tide. The sky 
was overcast, and fitful showers, light 
in character and brief in duration, be- 
sprinkled the sod, soon to be wetted 
by a liquid substance of greater con- 
sistence and more ominous color. 

The two armies were about equal in 
number. The qualities of the French 
regulars were as high as those of the 
British army, but the average of the 
French forces was sadly diminished 
by the fact that the larger portion of 
their army was made up of Canadian 
militia. These hardy peasants were 
excellent fighters in forest service, but 
poor material indeed with which to 
face regular troops in the open. 

But Montcalm had been hasty. He 
might have waited longer, until 
Bougainville with his excellent divi- 
sion had joined him, or at least 
reached a position from which he could 
support the French attack by a demon- 
stration in force in the rear of the 
English.

There were 
battery after battery of field pieces 
back in Quebec which should have 
been dispatched to Montcalm’s assist- 
ance. His repeated and most pressing 
requests to de Ramesay, the com- 
mander, had only brought three guns 
to him, a'nd the cowardly de Vaudrenil, 
the governor of the province, was 
holding at Beauport thousands of awn 
idle in their intrenchments, who 
should have been dispatched to his as- 
sistance. 

How explain the Frenchman’s reck- 
less haste? The fact was that Mont- 
calm had always beaten the English. 
He had never in his whole career met 
a single commander among them who 
appeared to have the slightest mili- 
tary genius, and he made the fatal mis- 
take of despising his foes. Perhaps 
the fact that they lay there stubbornly 
taking the galling skirmish fire from 
the coverts oh either flank so silently, 
in spite of its ghastly effectiveness, re- 
plying only to his heavier guns with 
their two six-pounders, gave him 
greater confidence; at any rate, at ten 
in the morning he ordered an advance. 

With feverish impatience the Eng- 
lish held themselves in restraint un- 
der the peremptory orders of their 
commander. As Wolfe saw the French 
rising on the crest of the hill, giving 
evidence of their intention to join bat- 
tle in close encounter, he walked rapid- 
ly. up and down his own line speaking 
those simple, hearty words of encour- 
agement. as he passed by his soldiery, 
which do much to make a man a hero.

Simmered Fowl. 

No matter how tough or hopeless a 
fowl may seem, roast it first to give the 
meat a flavor. This must be done slow- 
ly and carefully, basting at frequent in- 
tervals. When it is nicely colored, split 
down the back and lay it flat in covered 
ham boiler. Pour in all the gravy from 
the roasting pan and rinse same well 
with an equal quantity of hot water. 
Add a liberal helping of canned toma- 
toes to gravy and dot the surface of the 
fowl here and there with tiny bits of 
onion. When these have become roast- 
ed, dredge with flour and keep up the 
basting through three or four hours of 
simmenng. A fowl thus prepared will 
keep a week, and while it tastes de- 
licious cold, does not betray the least 
“warmed-over” taste when heated 
through. It should be kept covered and 
allowed to remain in the pot in which 
it was cooked without being removed 
from the gravy, to which a little hot 
water may be added when required.— - 
Housekeeper.

To this end, says a Wash- 
ington report, F. L. Lewton, a specially 
trained expert, has been engaged. The 
view of the department is that a cup of 
coffee is good because of the manner in 
which it is brewed, rather than from the 
quality of the bean from wliieh the bev- 
erage is made. It will be appreciated by 
all persons acquainted with the art ant. 
mystery of coffee-making that various con- 
ditions, apparently trivial in themselves, 
have to be taken into consideration in 
producing the beverage.

Strange Sounds Heard for Many Cen 
turies on the Red Sea 
Borders.

A singular phenomenon occurs on the 
borders of the Red sea to a place called 
Nakous, where intermittent underground 
Bounds have been heard for an unknown 
number of centuries, it is sftuated about 
half a mile distant from the shore, 
whence a long reach of sand ascends rap- 
idly to a height of 300 feet.

The unprecedented drouth through- 
out Central Kentucky continues un- 
abated. At Carlisle, Winchester, 
Harrodsburg, Danville, Mt. Sterling 
and many other towns the situation 
has become acute. Water is being 
hauled to Carlisle from this city to 
operate the electric light plant, and 
for several weeks the L. and N. has 
run a water train from this city as 
far as Livingston to furnish water for 
engines. At Owensboro water was 
hauled four miles with which to fight 
forest fires raging at that point.
